It is considered appropriate for a statement to be filed at this time without a formal requirement and 
this letter has been sent in order to give appiicant(s) an opportunity to do so. 

Should it be necessary to bring this matter to the attention of the Commissioner to make a formal re- 
quirenient for the statement, no provision is found in Section 305C of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Act for the extension of the time limit, set therein, which is thirty days after the requirement is 
made. 

This application will be reached for processing in about FORTY-FIVE DAYS. Final disposition thereof 
will be expedited if an appropriate statement is filed during this period.
